HONORS ABOUT EVEN.

Senator Voorhees’ Opinion of the Work of
the Indiana Democratic Convention=2A
Thoroughly Cleveland Platform, bot a
Gray Delegation Selected,

WasHINGTON, April 24. —Senator Voor-
hees, who was one of the delegates-at-large
chosen by the recent Democratic State Con-
vention in Indiana, takes apparently s
somewhsat different view of the results of
that convention from that which was gen-
erally accepted atthe time of its adjourn-
ment.

Mr. Voorhees went to Indispapolis as an
opponent of Cleveland and an advocate of
thie incorporrtion of a free coinage plank
in the State platform. The couvention re-
fused to Indorse free cu&mge. and
declared h,}' resolution that eveland
was the ‘logieal” Democratic candi-
date for the Presidency. When asked on bis
retarn to Washington what he thought of
the resulte of the convention, Mr. Voorhees
summed them up as follows:

“First, n sound platform, embracing tariff
;-:gr:lrm nsd n rum}mr nl'ﬁ:lgnd silver nn;l

tender paper (greenbacks) onan equal-
ity with each other., This is the old

Demoecratic platform, and no new depar

ture toward Wall street.

“Seecond, A splendld State ticket, with &
practical farmer at its head, nominated for
Governor on the flrst ballot by a majority of
two to one.

“Third, a delezation to Chicago nearly
twoto one in favor of the nomination of
Governor Gray.

“Fourth—A compromise resolution,
dorsing Cleveland's Administrution, with-
out ingtrnetions for him. Lut instrocting
that Governor Gray's name be presented to
the convention and all honorable means
nsed for his nomination in the ovent that
!;hx Clevelana does not carry the conven-
tion."

This would seem to indicate that the
Cleveland forees controlled the making of
the platform, while Governor Gray. by lis
wele-known *still hunt™ methods, captured
about two-thirds ot the delegates.

The Senate Won't Agree to Paring
Down Naval Appropriations,

NECESSITYwFOR MORE WARSHIPS

Utterly Precludesa False Economy at the
Present Time. '

DALZELL'S TIN PLATE REPORT READY

ISPECTAL TELEGRAFHIC LETTER.]

BUrEAU oF THE DIsPATOR,
Wasnizarox, D. C., April 4.

Tt is evident from the expression of indi-
vidual sentiment by members of the Com-
mittee on Naval Affuirs of the Senate that
if Mr. Holman, of the House Committee on
Appropriations, hopes toprevent a pro-
vision for more than one battleship and for
several other vessels for attack and defense
he will have to induce Speaker Crisp to ap-
point & patient and long suffering commit-
tee on conference. It is almost certain that
when the naval appropriation bill gets back
to the House after its course through the
Senate it will contain appropriations for
new war vessels which will appall the econ-
omical statesman from the hooppole district
of Indiana.

Possibly it msy not be known to Penn-
sylvanians that Senator Cameron is Chair-
man of the Committee on Naval Affairs, Tt
is unavoidable that a doubt should arise oe-
cesionally in the minds of the public
whether Senator Cameron is in the Senate
at all—he is absent so continuously and is
heard from so rarely when he is present.

Mr. Cameron Quite an Invalid.

1t is only fair to Mr. Cameron to say that
for mueh of the time since Congress con-
vened the Senator has been very ill from a
painful affection of long standing, and for
the reliet of which he suffered a severe
surgienl operation about three months azo,
which kept him confined to his liouse for
many weeks, Sines his convalesence he has
been compelled to be very careful in his
movements. Hd nhas been in the Senate
Champer but littlee. He has spent moch
time in his committee room, however, and
is well prepared, with the members of his
committee, to grapple with the (uestion of
constructing a new navy.

The Sennte Naval Committeo is almoat
unanimounsly in favor of a munificent ap-
gorﬂoprhtiuu tor new warships, erufsers, guo-

ts and torpedo boats. They do notthink
there is any economy in waiting tor the
lake and seaboard cities of the country to be
battered and burned and sacked before pro-
viding weapons to repel attack. Mr. Hol-
mnn cares nothing for the safety of the great
cities which would be at the mercy of the
navy of any country in eass of war nrising
from some one of the many disputes wit
which the Government has to deal now, or
will have to deal with, in all probability, in
the near fature,

Holman's Horlzon of Limited Diamater,

Mr. Holman's horizon fs boundsd by the
eight sparsely settied and benighted coun-
ties In Southeastern Indiana, which have
the bad grace to send him to Congress,
Four times in his career he lhas been de-
feated in this distriet, and at the last eles-
tion hiad only about 1,700 majority, and that
this may not be overturned, ae on former
occasions, he must make a record for econ-
omy. He isgbsolutely convinced, with the
senile judgment of his three-score-and-ten
years, that the country will be safe If he be
elacted to Congress_ and for that country's
safety he thinks it is cheaper to work for
his own re-election than to bufld vessels of
war., This goes in his district as the most
consummate wisdom with bls Demoerntic
constituents, who, never having penetrated
bevond the fastnesses of thelr nmbre-z 13
hoognoie forests, cannot understand the ne-
cessity of u nuvy. They haven't the least
idea what the word means.

It did so by adopting resolutions
announcing that the office of “President-
Foundger™ shounld remain forever unigue,
and unanimonsly declaring its cholee as
snccessor to the mere Presidency to be
Willinm Q. Judge, to hold the office for life,
a co-founder with Colonel Olcott and
Madame Blavatsky. The latter decision Mr.
Meade announced as already havi bean
taken by the European section. A?lt:rther
resolution wns adopted, asking Colonel
Oleott to revoke his resignation und remain
President with a minimum of work. If he
persists in his determination, the resolution
provides that Colonel Oleott given a life
residence at Adyar, Indin.

Cansing a Condition of Unrest in the
Iron Trade at Present.

STEEL TIRE MEN ARE COMBINING

In Order to Seenre the Benefits and Profits
of Consolidation.

SECRETARY SWASK 0¥ SOUTHERN IRON

{SPECTAL TELEGRAM T0 THE DISPATCH.]

PHILADELPHIA, April 24 —The irom
trade is in 4 state of unrest over rumors of
eonsolidations and trusts that are said to
have been effected in Pennsylvanis and in
the South. For the last four or five weeks
sharp men have been awnke nizhts trying to
account for the seemingly inexplicable ad-
vance in the price of steel locomotive tiren
They knew that the four concerns interested
in this branch had been industrionsly out=
ting one another’s throats without apparent
reason, and disastrously depressing prices.
The sndden and ntable change was
regarded as pointing to an adjuscment of
differences.

The facts in the case, as learned this
afternoon, are highly instructives The
manufacture of steel tires for locomotives
has been confined to five concerns in this
conntry, namely: The Nashna Iron Com-
pany, the Standard Iron and Steel Com-
pany, of Lewistown, Pa; the Latrobe Steel
Company, of Latrobe, Pa.; the Midvale
Steel Company, of this ecity, and the
Chiengo Fire and Steel Spring Works, of
Chicago.

Not the First of Its Kind.

Up to 1889 there existed a combination
between the Nashau, Standard and Midvale
Companies, through which prices were reg<
ulated and maintained. When the combi-
nation was formed the Latrobe Sieel Com-
pany had not come into existence. The
Chicago concern was not admitted into the
combination. The rule of the combine
proved highly benefleinl to the trade. and i
wus recard fa= n permanent institution,

In 1887 C., J. Harmmh snd his sssocintes
seoursd consrol of the JMidyals eorporn-

tion  and  superseded W. Clarke,
of EE W. Clarke & Co. The Clarke
interest beinz withdrawn, many of

the employes of tha Midvals concern with-
drew, nnd within 18 months seeured capital
and loanded rhe Latrobe Sieel Com ¥
They secured the financinl backing of such
men as A. J. Drexel, Lindiey Smith, Clemen$
C. Griscom and others. Marviots . Smyth,
the president of the new c¢oncern, exerc
wonderfully zood judgment in the selection
of Iif- stockholters and assccinted with him-
sell in the steel business men of great
wenlth and diversified interests,

With the advent of tihe Latrobe e
the life of the combine ceased. The pres
dentand al! the principal men in the naw
concern were [ormerly Midvale smployes,
and their sympathies were naturally nos
with the old concern. Hence a flghs was in-
augurated. Prices drop until tires were
made at a losa by some of the concerns
